Warn s Against Efforts To

“The three day marriage law 
now in operation In this state is 
the ino.st forward-looking piece of 
legislation passed in my 25 years 
of judicial service. Attempts have 
been made to repeal it and an¬ 
other will be made very .soon, 
but every district of California 
should warn its representative in 
the legislature to guard against 
any such attempt.” 

This was the message delivered 
by Judge Walter Guerin of Los 
Angeles before the Kiwanis club 
at it.s Tusday luncheon. 

“The importance of insuring a 
marriage in which both principals 
are known to be free from any 
physical taint is incalculable. 
Mental dl.sease Is in many cases 
traced to heredity; in fact, 70 
per cent of the cases treajed by 
this state are traced to that 
pource. Hickman was a product 
of faulty heredity. 

“One of the ways we prevent 
ill-advised and hasty marriages 
is through the three-day marriage 
law. My experience has shown 
me that thou.sands of unions 
which should under normal condi¬ 
tions not be made, are prevented 
by this law. Untold suffering and 
mi.sery is prevented and the state 
Hved many thou.sands of dollars 
vhich must be spent to take care 
of mental defectives.”

Protesting Pasadena property 
holders will prevent the taking of 
any definite action looking to the 
institution of proceedings that will 
begin the Central Avenue im¬ 
provement until after September 
8th. 

The Pasadena directors will 
meet on that date to hear a 
committee representing affected 
property holders West of Sierra 
Madre, the appointment of which 
was authorized at a meeting of 
East Colorado street taxpayers on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

In the meantime Henry S. 
Gierlich, consulting engineer rep¬ 
resenting this city in the im¬ 
provement, has .sugge.sted that the 
local Council should meet with 
the Pasadena directors to go into 
the matter thoroughly and re¬ 
move some erroneous Impressions 
that might have been made by 
unchallenged statements that were 
made at Wedne.sday's meeting in 
Pa.sadena. It may even be pos¬ 
sible that it will be advisable to 
make some slight changes in the 
as.sessment districts. 

A minority of the Colorado 
street property holders affected 
attended the meeting of protes- 
tants Some did not belive that 
their city would be greatly bene¬ 
fited by the improvement. Losing 
sight of the fact that there will 
be much traffic East from Los 
Angeles, they preferred to be¬ 
lieve that the new artery would 
afford an opportunity only for 
Sierra Madreans to flow right 
through their town and into Los 
Angeles without benefit to their 
community. 

All of the folks from Colorado 
street held, too, that they had 
been "assessed to death” for one 
thing or another and were facing 
another big drain on their Dank 
accounts because of a bad pav¬ 
ing job for which they were made 
to pay. If Central avenue meant 
anything to Pasadena at all, they 
.“.aid, Bast Walnut .street should 
be included in the assessment dis¬ 
trict, which should also be ex¬ 
tended fuither west on Colorado 
boulevard. 

After hearing the committee 
that was appointed by property 
holders to inquire further into 
the matter, the Pa.sadena direc¬ 
tors will decide whether or not 
they w'ill pa.ss juri.sdiction in the 
improvement matter to the Sierra 
Madre officials. 

It does not follow that this 
city may not go ahead with the 
passage of its ordinance of in¬ 

tention and follow up with the 
improvement even in the event 
that Pasadena should wdthold ac¬ 
tion. Los Angeles county having 
allocated fimds for the improve¬ 
ment through this city and 
through county territory up to 

the Pasadena city line, it would 
then be up to Pasadena to fi- 

muice the improvement there as 
best it could. There seems little 
likelihCMid that the Pasadena di¬ 
rectors would care to pursue 
such a course, however, if a 

thorough understanding of the 
situation is had. 


The tax levy in Sierra Madre 
for 1930-31 will be $2.22 per $100 
of asse.s.sed valuation, an increase ' 
of 22 cents over last year. 

A resolution fixing the millage 
was adopted by the City Council' 
at its meeting Wednesday night 
following receipt of certification; 
of the assessed valuation of the 
city from the office of the county 
assessor. I 

These latter figures showed a! 
shrinkage of $284,695 over the! 
valuation shown by the assess-1 
ment of 1929, which was common 
to all cities by reason of the 
slump in realty values and the 
horizontal cut throughout Los j 
Angeles county in the assessment' 
on buildings. 

The city’s assessed valuation is , 
now $3,514,750 as compared with' 
$3,799,445 last year. The acreage 
is fixed at 793 acres. The com-1 
parative figures on the various 
items of the valuation follows: 

Value of secured land— 1930, 
$2,029,460; 1929, $2,259,730; Value 
of improvements on land--1930, 
$1,252,820; 1929, $1,350,640; Value 
of personal property—1930, $365,-1 
916; 1929, $324,430; Exemptions ' 
1930, $124,445; 1929, $136,355 i 

Of the tax levy $1 goes to the ] 
general fund for the general oper-1 
ating expenses of the city. Most 
of the remainder is required to 
meet sinking fund and interest 
charges on the various bond is¬ 
sues that have been voted by the ' 
people from time to time. The li¬ 
brary fund is alloted 15 cents of 
the $2.22 and 10 cents is alloted 
to the park upkeep fund. The 
amounts set up to take care of 
the various bond issues are as 
follows: 1910 water bonds. 6 

cents; 1911 water bonds, 18 cents; 
1913 water bonds 2 cents; 1920 
water bonds 11 cents; 1921 fire 
apparatus bond issue, 4 cents; 
1923 park fund, -6 cents; 1924 
water works 15 cents; 19‘27 city 
hall and fire engine hou.so, 5 
cents; and 1928 water works, 30 
cents. 

A delegation from the Canyon 
Park Improvement a.s.sociation 
appeared before the Council 
for information on the canyon 
street improvement program and 
was informed that engineers have’ 
not completed a check-up of the 
frontage represented in the vari¬ 
ous petitions that have been cir¬ 
culated In the paving material 
warfare that has been raging in 
the affected community. 

A request from the planning 
commission asked that lots 2, 4. 5 
and 6 in the canyon be purchased 
by the city in order to provide 
parking space for canyon resi¬ 
dents and visitors. The matter 
was referred to the park com¬ 
mittee. 

In keeping with the policy of 
the planning commission, R. D. 
Van Home, owner of the Bella 
Vi.sta Terrace, will remove the 
pepper trees in front of his prop¬ 
erty on Mt. Trail avnue and plant 
jacaranda trees in their place. 

E W. Yerxa petitioned for a 
reduction on water above 300 feet 
In order that orchards might be 
profitably watered.

Experiments Result In Its 
Adoption For $25,000,- 
000 Shipments 

When the Kinai Maru, the first 
of six new motorships of the 
O.S.K. Line, was docked at Los 
Angeles harbor by Captain Tom 
Yamagucbi, a special Union Pa¬ 
cific train of six all steel baggage 
cars was loaded in record time 
with $1,400,000 worth of silk for 
rapid movement across the conti¬ 
nent to New York. 

The special was the first silk 
train ever to move from Los An¬ 
geles harbor. The Kini Maru es¬ 
tablished new time of 11 days six 
hours from Yokohama to Los An¬ 
geles and the Union Pacific spe¬ 
cial was operated across the con¬ 
tinent from Los Angeles harbor 
on an 85 hour schedule. 

These performances established 
the Port of Los Angeles as the 
best route for oriental silk ship¬ 
ments which will add $25,000,000 
annually to the value of the port’s 
importations. 

In inaugurating the new silk 
route Captain Yamaguchi, a vet¬ 
eran of 116 transpacific crossings 
but making his first trip to Los 
Angeles, was welcomed by harbor 
commissioners, representatives of 
the San Pedro, Wilmington, and 
Los Angeles chamber of com¬ 
merce, and Union Pacific offi¬ 
cials. bTe Kinai Maru was es¬ 
corted to its dock by Los Angeles 
harbor fire boats.

State Report Says 
B,-L, Associations 
Are Strengthening 

A general strengthening of 
building and loan associations all 
along the line is indicated in 
an analysis of the returns from 
'.he called repiort of the condition of 
California building and loan asso¬ 
ciations as of June 30, 1930, ac¬ 
cording to a report by Charles 
A. Whitmore, state building and 
loan commissioner. 

“This improvement,” says the 
commissioner, “has been made in 
the face of rather unusual finan¬ 
cial conditions through which not 
only this state but the entire 
world Is passing at the present 
time. Comparative figures with 
previous repiorts permit some in¬ 
teresting and encouraging deduc¬ 
tions. Among the outstanding ac¬ 
complishments is a 100 per cent 
improvement in liquidity during 
the past year, a 27 per cent in¬ 
crease in assets and a 19 per 
cent increase in funds invested in 
building and loan certificates and 
shares. Few financial institutions 
in this state arc able to match 
this record.”

There was an increase of 56 

deaths, or 5.5 per cent, result¬ 
ing from motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents in California in the first ^ 
six months of this year over the 
corresponding jierlod of 1929. 
During this six months period 

there was an increase in motor ^ 
vehicle registrations of 6 per j 
cent. Considering the increased 
mileage of each vehicle due to 

California’s wonderful highway 
.system and the many hazards 

each additional car presents, the 
increase of only 5.3 per cent in 
the number of deaths presents 
an extremely encouraging situ¬ 
ation to the motor vehicle de¬ 
partment, especially when sev¬ 
eral Eastern states report In¬ 
creases as high as 60 per cent. 

Records of the Bureau of Re¬ 
search, aiatlstlcs and Traffic 
Safety .state that from Japuary 
1 to June 30. 1930 there were 
14,213 accidents reported, -re¬ 
sulting fatally to 1,066 persons 
and in Injury to 18,698.

GIN MARRIAGE LAW 
SURE TO REMAIN; MAY 
BE MORE STRINGENT 


Feeling that making it easier 
to obey fire laws is one way of 
lowering the annual fire loss to 
valuable forest and watershed 
growth, officials of the United 
States forest service have estab¬ 
lished “smoking stations” for the 
convenience of visitors to national 
forests this year. The stations 
have been placed along public 
highways leading through the 
forests. 

An order passed by the forest 
service in June prohibits smoking 
io the forests until the fire 
danger has passed, due to the 
first rains, except In special areas 
set apart. The smoking .station is 
intended to afford relief to smok¬ 
ers who might otherwise en¬ 
danger the forests through care¬ 
lessness in disregarding the fed- 
ral laws, according to William 
Mendenhall, Angelus Forest Su¬ 
pervisor. 

"Smoking stations,” the forest 
officers explains, are really wide 
places in the road that have been 
cleared of refuse that might pre¬ 
sent fire danger. Sufficient space 
has been leveled to afford parking 
space for automobiles, and the 
whole area posted to explain its 
use. The limits of the zone, within 
which smoking is restricted, have 
been marked so that visitors will 
not subject themselves to arrest 
through carelessness. 


SACRAMENTO, Augu.st 15 — 
(UP> California will never do 
away with its ‘gin marriage law,’ 
requiring 3 days’ notice of intent 
to wed, If its accepts the recom¬ 
mendation of the Russell Sage 
Foundation, made to Governor 
Young this week. 

Instead, the Foundation be¬ 
lieves, the time of advance notice 
should be extended from 3 to 5 
days. California is now the only 
state with the 3-day limit, while 
Connect Icuit, Maine, Ma.ssachu- 
aetts.

iiprinkled with water that runs 
off the hard ground, doing the 
plant no good at all. 

Roses can be pruned now. If 
not too severely. Cut out old 
wood only, do not cut back new 
growth. Keep the bush high, 
away from the hot ground. Fer¬ 
tilize the roses now so that you 
will have blossoms this fall and 
early winter. 

As I mentioned in a previous 
article, now is the time to prune 
your shrubbery to make It look 
neat and to thicken up the 
foliage.

Shrubs 
that have green berries on now 
should not be pruned of course as 
you would lose the berries which 
you will need for color this win¬ 
ter when there are so few flow¬ 
ers.

a vacation you can 
hardly expect to have a show 
garden for the Fall Flower Fes¬ 
tival in October, only two months 
from now. 

For this month there will be 
more watering, weeding and prun- 
'• ing than ever. Fertilizer should 
be applied freely. Trees should be 
^ mulched. Do not bum the weeds, 
leaves, etc.; rake them up and 
’ put under the trees and shrubs 
where they can rot down for 
humus. 

T Sierra Madre .soils lack humus. 
If you are digging out Bermuda 
or “Devil Grass” bum it up as 
fast as you can for that must 
not be used for humus for it will 
grow again, but all other vege¬ 
tation will make good mulch. 
Weeds not only make an un¬ 
sightly garden, but they rob the 
plants of food and water. 

A bent-grass lawn will need 
special care now. If you have not 
already dusted It with arsenate 
of lead, do so at once. The worms 
are active now. Only this morning 
I saw a bent-grass lawn covered 
with black-birds and I, knew 
without stopping to examine the 
lawn that the cut-worms were in 
there for the birds were after 
them. 

In making basins about your 
shrubs and trees, do not dig the 
dirt away from the tree so the 
roots are partly uncovered. The 
wall of the basin should be built 
up with soil dug from beyond the 
plant roots. 

Every shrub and tree not grow¬ 
ing in a lawn should have a good 
basin about it this time of the 
year and it should be mulched. 
Then when you apply water it 
will seep to the Attorn of the 
roots and the plant can take it 
up. So often plants are just

The Mexican fruit fly, deadly 
enemy 'of citrus and ■ stone fruits. 
Is making its way north through 
Mexico toward the United States- 
border, according to the plant 
quarantine and control adminis¬ 
tration of the department of agri¬ 
culture. 

At first It was believed the 
fly was being held at some dis¬ 
tance from the border, but seiz¬ 
ures of fruit, recently made at 
the line, lead authorities to 
believe that it is advancing to¬ 
ward this country. 

For the first time maggots of 
the fly have been intercepted at 
Nogales In plums discovered in 
the baggage of a pa.ssenger, who 
said they were bought some¬ 
where between Guaralajara, in 
Jalisco, and Mazatlan, in Sinoloa. 
More maggots were found about 
10 days later in plums that were 
bought in Nogales, Sonora.

The 1930 fumigating season for 
eradication of citrus pests has be- 
. gun. There are possibly one hun- 
'‘dred or more crews at work In 
Los Angeles county, with a large 
number in the Covina valley, at 
the present time, tenting tree.s at 
J. night and shooting hydrocyanic 
acid vapor inside to check the 
spread of the parasites. 

Approximately 2,000,000 pound.s 
of hydrocyanic acid are u.sed an¬ 
nually in control of scale insects. 
In 1929 about 58,000 acres of 
citrus groves were fumigated, 
80,000 acres sprayed, and 12,000 
acres dusted. This, together with 
ant control and propagation of 
beneficial insects, cost growers 
between four and five million 
dollars. 

The most dangerous citrus pests 
In this district are .said to be 
the black and red scale. Cltrlcola 
scale is not found In larg* 
amounts any farther west than 
Claremont. Red spide>-, yellow 
scale, aphis a:'d meAiybugs only 
occasionally give trouble. * 

The results of the 1929 fumi¬ 
gating season were more satisfac¬ 
tory than for several years back.
